Regulations made by the Scottish Insurance Commissioners 
UNDER THE NATIONAL INSURANCE ACT, 1911, AS TO QUALIFICA- 
TIONS of Midwives, dated 27tii December 1912. 


The Scottish Insurance Commissioners, constituted under the 
National Insurance Act, 1911, in pursuance of the powers conferred 
upon them by Section 65 as applied to Scotland by Section 80 ot 
the National Insurance Act, 1911, do hereby, under and m terms 
of Section 18 of the said Act as applied to Scotland by said 
Section 80, and of all other powers enabling them m that behait, 

make the following Regulations rr Mlt i 

1. (1) These Regulations maybe cited as the National hlealln 
Insurance (Qualifications of Midwives) (Scotland) Regulations, 1912. 

(2) In these Regulations— 

The expression “ the Act ” means Part I. as read along with 
Part III. of the National Insurance Act, 1911. 

The expression “the Commissioners” means the. Scottish 
Insurance Commissioners. 

(3) The Interpretation Act, 1889, applies to the interpretation 
of these Regulations as it applies to the interpretation of an 

Act of Parliament. „ ,. 1Q 

2. The qualifications of a midwife for the purposes of Section 18 
of the Act as applied to Scotland by Section 80 of the Act shall be 

elth («) Bona fide practice in Scotland as a midwife for a period of at 

least one year prior to 15th January 1913 ; or 

(b) Regular or due attendance at a course of training m midwifery 
at such Hospital, Infirmary, or other Institution as may from time to 
time be approved in writing by the Commissioners. 

3. If any question arises as to whether any woman possesses 
the prescribed qualifications the same shall be determine y ■ ie 
Commissioners, whose decision shall be final.
